Washington, February 2!.—No agree- 
ment was reached today in the senaie 
tangle over the statehood bill. Senator 
Beveridge made no attégnpt to bring be- 
fore the senate the request of the house 
for the appointment of conferees, 

It was undrstood generally that such 
a motion would revive the debate over 
the faction to be represented in the ap- 
pointment of conferees and in the ab- 
sence of any compromise agreement the 
entire question was allowed to lie over 
until tomorrow. 

Conferences were numerous, both sides 
being active in an attempt to solidify 
their positions.

Washington, February 2!.—(Special.)— 
Senator Clay, of Georgia, and Senator 
Foster, of Loulslana, have undertaken 
the task of putting into legislative shape 
the suggestions made by the committee 
of cotton growers looking to the culti- 
vation upon broader [Mes of the foreign 
market for American cotton. 

The representations made By the com- 
mittee on the matter presented yester- 
day so impressed President. Roosevelt 
with the advisability of more thorough 
investigation of the foreign field, that 
hme today sent for Senators Clay and 
Foster and said he would give them 
every assistance in his power in any 
effort they might make to secure an 
appropriation to be used in accordance 
with the movement suggested by the 
cotton grawers’ convention. 

He expressed his hearty sympathy with 
the movement, and said he believed the 
commission suggested would be a good 
thing, not only for the cotton men, but 
would be in the interest of the business 
of the country at large, and promised all 
the aid to take the matter up at once 
with a view to securing whether it is not 
possible to secure an appropriation at 
this sessidn of congress. 

While they agree with the committee 
that the present movement to hold up 
the cotton surplus may be sufficient pro- 
tection to the cotton grower until the 
crop of 1907, they art strongly of the 
opinion that investigation of foreign con- 
sumption possibilities should be begun 
at the earliest possible date, and to 
that end will seek to secure an appro- 
priation at this session. 

Owing to the few daye remaining ft 
would seem as if the chances of doing 
this before March 4 are very slim, still 
they will try to secure the desired end 
by an amendment to some of the big 
appropriations bills. If the replublican 
leaders refuse to permit such amend- 
ment, {ey will make the fifht early in 
the next congress.

New York, February 2!.—The board of 
directors of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company, after a meeting in this city 
today, issued a statement denying that 
negotiations were in progress to merge 
that company with other southern iron 
companies. 

The statement is appended: 

“Whereas, the daily newspapers con- 
tinue to report that this company has a 
representative negotiating for its amal- 
gamation with other southern iron com- 
panies, we deem wise at this time to 
place on record that no such negotia- 
tions have been authorized by the board 
of directors, and that none of its officers 
is aware of such negotiations.”

He declared that the 
number of protests that had been made 
against the bill passed by the house and 
the number of demands for hearings 
made by the interests affected by the 
proposed legislation made it imperative 
that exhaustive hearings be held. 

Senator Cullom called attention to the 
president’s message on rate legislation, 
ang argued that it is due him that some 
action be taken at the present session. 
He thought the house bill might be 
amended to make it safe measure for 
the present, the committee having in 
mind further amendments after the trial 
had been given it by the interstate com- 
merce commission. . Senator Dolliver 
talked in a similar vein and Senators 
Clapp, Foster of Louisiana, and Car- 
mack thought some action should be 
had without delay. 

In response to the. demands for im- 
mediate action on the house bill, Sena- 
tor Kean said that nearly every lawyer 
that had examined it has poked ilueir 
fingers through it and declared many of 
its provisions unconstitutiona] and that 
it does not reach the evils complained 
of by shippers but that it did jeopardize 
the securities of the railroads, 

President Approves Delay. 

“Why the president himself realizes 
that no action can be had at the present 
session,’’ interrupted Chairman Elkins. 
‘‘He does not indorse this bill now and 
believes that a better measure can be 
drawn. He is willing to take the re- 
sponsibility of a postponergent, espe- 
cially as he has been assured that if no 
measure is passed at this gession the 
committee will meet early apd press an 
investigation right through.” 

In spite of the opposition developed, 
Senator Dolliver pressed his motion. It 
was met with arguments from several 
democrats as well as the republicans 
quoted. Senator Newlands has a Dill 
before the committee on which he wants 
to have hearings, and said that if a 
commission is appointed to take testi- 
mony during the recess all of the various 
bills presented should be given consider- 
ation. 

Senator Keane presented a resolution 
several weeks ago asking that the com- 
mittee be designated to sit during the sum- 
mer, but Senator Dolliver forestalleq it 
with his motion. The resolution went 
before the committee, but its provisions 
were known and the course suggested 
formed the bases of an argument. No 
vote of any kind was had during the 
meeting and a division of the committee 
could not be made from the arguments. 
Mr. Carmack favored the Dolliver mo- 
tion, but said he would not vote for the 
Esch-Townseng bill m its present form, 
Senator Foster and Senator McLauri 
said they had not fully made up their 
minds. It was the overwhelming senti- 
ment that the bill could not be reported 
without additional hearings, but it was 
not determined whether there should be 
a limit of time placed on the investiga- 
tion. Senator Dolliver announceg that 
he would renew his motion when the 
committee meets again and said further 
that, if a resolution is adopted to sit 
after the adjournment of congress he 
would move to amond to require an 
early report.

Hence the 
disastrous slump and the bear opportunity. 

It will, therefore, be seen that all the advice to the cotton grower, heard 
on every hand last spring, to plant for a 12,000,000-bale crop was economic- 
ally sound and entirely justified in the light of market events during the 
lirst tiree months of the 1904 cotton harvest, when cotton brought an aver- 
age of slightly over 10 cents, and it was well undersood that fully 12,000,000 
bales had been produced. 

the 12,000,000-bale advice so universally given and so spontaneously 
acted upon as every cotton farmer’s own individual initiative last spring, 
was the deliberate, logical conclusion of the concensus of public onan in 
every department of the cotton world. 

In the previous year, 1903, but 10,000,000 bales of cotton had Deen grown 
to supply the world’s undeubted demand for more than 11,000,000 bales of 
American cotton. Of course, the abnormally high price for such an abnor- 
many small colton crop was calculated to stimulate production the follow- 
ing year to record proportions, but the rather feverish impulse to plant to 
‘the limit Of the south’s ability to produce coton was, at bottom, founded on 
a sound economic hypothesis, for several reasons. A shortage of at least 
1,U00,0U0 bales had to be made up the following season, and half a million 
bales more had to be supplied to be carried over until the next crop, as is 
the commercial custom. In addition, the manufacturing demand’s normal 
percentage of increase had to be taken into account, all of which contribu- 
tory causes made it necessary to raise a 12,000,000-bale crop in 1904. It was 
not expected to get Sully prices for a crop of Such proportions, but a mini- 
mum of 10 cents was reasonably assured, and that would have brought to 
the south unexampled cotton prosperity and discouraged the attempt to 


make other parts of the world competitors of the south in cotton produc- 


tion. As for the limit of the south’s ability to produce cotton, it was be- 
lieved to be found in insufficient field labor, insufficient plow stock, defective 
seed, the boll weevil, and other causes. 


And this was not an academic hypothesis. It would have worked out 


to the desired production figure on the acreage planted and cared for, but, 


for one contingency which could not possibly have been foreseen. We refer 
to the utterly unprecedentedly and phenomenally favorable growing and 
harvesting season. It seemed last summer that cotton seed would: sprout 
and flourish and yield an hundred fold if thrown on the barn roof or in the 
big road. It just couldn't be Stopped from growing and maturing its 
bolls. Jack’s bean stalk and Jonah’s gourd were not a circumstance to the 
way the cotton plant flourished last season, and the harvest season was as 
ideal as the growing season. None of the lint was wasted in the fields be 
cause of the weather. Every condition was just right for cotton production 
and saving. The insects, blight, rain and frost, contrary to the usual ex- 
perience, did not interfere in an appreciable degree with last year’s cotton 
crop. Such perfect cotton conditions never occurred before and may never 


occur again. 


If the season had been an average one, meteorologically and otherwise, 
perhaps less than 12,000,000 bales would have been grown from the acre: 
age planted, and that amount would merely have. supplied the consumptive 
demand at a handsome price to the consumer. With but 12,000,000 bales as 
the harvest record for 1904, cotton would now be soaring and the December 
Siump would have been unheard of. : 

So much for the universal expert and lay advice of last spring to 
“plant for 12,000,000 bales.” 

But let us, for a moment, look at the present situation statistically and 
see whether, after all, the cotton growers cannot turn to actual advantage 
a crop of 13,500,000 bales—even if that many were grown last year. 

Before the now historic slump of December 3, it is estimated that fully 
two-thirds, or ‘perhaps three-fourths, of the crop had actually left first hands 
and brought the producer an average of slightly over 10 cents a pound. 

On that basis of computation, and it is generally accepted, 9,000,000 bales 
were actually sold at averaging 10 cents, and for which the farmers of the

llinois Legislature Hears 
Bill for Investigation of 
Standard, 


Springfield, Ilis., February 2!.—The 
house today adopted two resolutions af- 
fecting the Standard Oi] Company. One 
was offered by Representative Allen, of 
Vermillion county, “in order,’”’ as he 
said, “‘to first test the temper of the 
house on this subject.”’ 

This resolution offers to Joan the state 
of Kansas the sum of $100,000. without 
interest, for a period of six years, to aid 
in establishing a state oil refinery, and 
réfers to the Standard Oil Company as 
that ‘merciless octopus, whose tentacles 
now encircle every state in the union.” 
The resolution was adopted by a close 
viva voce vote amid considerable con- 
fusion. 

Mr. McGoorty’s resolution asks for an 
investigation of the laying of pipe lines 
through Illinois by the Stiandarg Oil 
Company and provides for the appolint- 
rrent of a joint committee to confer with 
the state officials of Kansas to agree 
on steps to be taken toward declaring 
such pipe lines common carriers. This 
resolution was adopted without a dis- 
senting vote. Mr. Allen is a republican 
and Mr. McGoorty a democrat. Thus 
both sides of the house took action on 
the oil question. 

As the resolution is a joint one, no 
action will be taken by Speaker Shurt- 
leff until the senate hag acted upon it.
